Amend the Law as to the Superannuation of certain 
Workhouse Officers in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 

5 1. The provision in section one of the Union Officers Super- 

annuation (Ireland) Act, 1865, which prohibits a board of 
guardians from granting a superannuation allowance to an 
officer unless his whole time has been devoted to the service 
of that body, shall not have effect in the case of tiny chaplain 
10 of a workhouse, and this section shall apply to any such 
chaplain who shall have resigned within two years before the 
passing of this Act as well as to any such chaplain who shall 
hereafter resign. 

2 . This Act may be cited as the Union Officers (Ireland) 
15 Superannuation Act, 1909, and shall be read as one with the 
Union Officers (Ireland) Superannuation Acts, 1865 and 1872, 
and with the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, and the 
Acts amending or extending the same. 

3 . This Act shall come into force on the passing thereof. 
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
